(3) the surcharge of $1,330.00, as set forth in 37 CFR L17(t); 

(4) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due xmder 37 CFR 
l:55(a)(l) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. (The \ S ; /; ; 
Commissioner may require additional information where there is a question : . ; ^ 
whetherthedelay was imintentional); and . ; — 

(5) Jhe above-identified nonproyisional application must be filed withinrl2 months . r . 
of the filing date of the foreign application. 

The instant pending nonprovisional application was filed after November 29, 2000, and did not 
include a reference to the foreign application, for which benefit is now sought, within the later of 
four months fi-om the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months firom the filing date 
of the prior foreign application. Therefore, since the claim for priority is subniitted after the 



period specified in 37 CFR 1.55(a)(l)(i), this is an appropriate petition under the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.55(c). 
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The above-identified pending nonprovisional application was filed on October 20, 2003, which is 
after November 29, 2000, On June 29, 2004, an executed oath/declaration was received which 
identifies the foreign application for which priority is claimed by application number, country .
